LC experiments with a new 
parking pass system 


As students sat in the long line of cars 
waiting to enter the parking lot, found their 
numbered spaces, and ran into school, they 
prayed that the bell had not already rung. 

LC wanted to show that they could 
reinvent the parking pass system this year. 

On the designated day in the summer, 
students arrived as early as four o’clock in 
the morning to receive parking passes. Each 
student was given a numbered spot on a first 
come, first serve basis.

Lake Central’s students and faculty take 
part every year in helping others by 
donating food, toys, and blood to people in 
need.

Bells Ring All Year Long 

Ever wonder what kind of musical options are available outside of choir and band? Hand bells are 
another alternative for music lovers. As more students see bells as a musical option, the bell choir keeps 
growing. The school now offers three different levels of bell choirs. 

According to Mrs. Hobbs, the Bells II teacher, “We are the only school corporation in the county to 
offer bells as an accredited class. We are lucky to have an administration who is so supportive of our 
class.” 

The levels start with Bells I, the beginning level, and continue on to Bells III, the advanced level. 

Emily Sasaki (12), who has been playing bells for the past three years and is currently in Bells III, said 
“At first it’s difficult but you get used to it really fast.” 

The bells vary in weight. The smallest one is about 12 ounces and the biggest one is 10 pounds. The 
variation in weight cause different sounds. Different techniques are used to make unique sounds. 

Andrea Cohen (11) said, “Different techniques may not be in a piece you’ve ever played and then 
suddenly they appear.” 

The bells vary in size, which means that they will sound different. The larger the bell, the deeper the 
sound. When playing the bells, the musicians who play smaller bells often have one to two bells in each 
hand. Playing two bells in one hand can be difficult because there can be some confusion as to which 
bell should be played. 

“When I first started playing the smaller bells, it was hard because I had more than one bell in each 
hand. Eventually I got it and now it is easy to play two at once,” said Greer Robison (12). 

There are many different reasons why people take bells. 

“It looked like a very fun and unique instrument to play,” said Marissa Tomasic (12). 

Bells is a class commonly favored by the female gender, but in the crowd of girls, one male face has 
stood out over the past two years. Bryan Arnold (10) is the only male in the three classes of bells. 

Arnold considers himself very lucky to perform music with this group. 

“What guy wouldn’t want to be surrounded by a group of girls?” he said. 

As the year came to a quick end, the bell choir lost Mr. Lewis as their director. Mr. Lewis taught 
Bells I and Bells III. 

Cohen remarked, “Although Mr. Lewis has only been my teacher for a year, I will miss him. He 
knows a lot about music and gives constructive criticism, which are two key characteristics of a bell 
teacher.” 

As bell choir members rang the last notes of the school year, many of them reminisced about 
memories that they have had over the years with Mr. Lewis as their director. Mr. Lewis will be missed 
by the bells classes, and they all thank him for his energy and dedication.

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Teaching with just a little more class 

Teachers take on a more creative approach in the classroom 

Some teachers have a unique way of teaching their classes. Many feel that using different 
teaching methods gets their students to pay attention and focus on their lesson. 

Mrs. Chris Schneider pulls out her glasses with a big nose attached every time her 
students start to drift off into their own little worlds. Though this action results in laughs 
and a little distraction, the glasses eventually get the students to pay attention to what she is 
saying. Students usually react better to teachers who make the class interesting as opposed to 
the teachers who rely on lectures and notes.

Unique ways of teaching classes may come off as slightly 
odd, but in the end the teachers who employ these unorthodox methods are the ones who 
most effectively get across to their students.
